W illacoochee, Cia., March 25 (APL—T he city council has decreed 
that young i>eople may return to their hom es after m idnight, but 
grown men must furnish the city m arshal a satisfactory reason if 
caught on W illacoOchee’s streets during early m orning hours. 
Also, the ordinance m akes it unlawful for any person to be 
loitering about the city’s streets without giving a good reason. 
No 
person shall enter any house after m idnight, “other than their most 
usual place of abode.” without giving a good explanation. 
Although perm itting girls and young m en who leave earlier in 
the evening to return home after m idnight, the ordinance says ii 
is unlawful for "any person to go out riding after midnight and 
until daylight, or for any m ale person to carry or go driving w ith 
any wom an or girl between these hours unless the party or parties 
can give a good and sufficient reason to the marshal on duty. T his 
ordinance is not. however, m eant to construe that young people who 
m ay go away early in the evening cannot com e home atter m id­ 
night so long as they are orderly." 
Persons lound guilty of violating the new ordinances are subject 
to a fine of SUK) or thirty days’ lalxn on the city streets or both, 
according to the m ayor’s dcscrction.

New York, March 25 (AP)—A new 
speed queen of the seas was en­ 
throned today when the North Ger­ 
m an Llpyd liner Europa, on her 
maiden voyage, wrested the crown 
from her sister ship the Bremen.
